But 
we didn’t come across much very re- 
pulsive I didn't see a single street 
that was not better paved than half 
the streets of any Canadian city I 
know The dwellings from the out- 
side did not look distressing I saw 


no lanes or alleys which seemed worse 


than much I have seen in some of our 


cities; and after school hours the 
streets were full of children ragged 
and dirty enough, but not noticeably 


unhealthy or mean-looking, and so 


noisy as to indicate ample animal 
spirits Considerable numbers of men 
seemed to idle, and a good many of 
them looked uderfed and useless, but 
London is a very big city.
